MANY FOLKS who don’t look a

( ber. They tell us they remember 
those good old days when they 
worked in a threshing crew, or 

c cooked for a crew, (some of the 
girls stopped us also) then they 
spin a couple of yarns about thresh- 
ing and the old steam engines, and 
when we listen between the lines, 
we get the idea that those good 
old days didn’t get to be good old 
days until fairly recently... And 
several former threshing crew 
members have set us straight on 
matters of terminology. For in- 
stance, we said that shocks were 
thrown into the thresher. It’s 
bundles that are thrown in; shocks 


were several bundles tied together. 
We also referred to ‘‘steam trac- 
tors’’, but Al Hilton tells us they 
were ‘self-propelled steam en- 
gines’’, and that it was not until 
after World War I, when machines 
for pulling plows began to come 
into general use, that he even 
heard the word “tractor”. And 
threshing machines are what the 
harvest hands worked on, how- 
ever, Al says that the more refined 
city slickers of by-gone year's called 
them grain separators. ... But 
how can a young fellow like us be 
expected to know about such 
things . The experience of 
pitching wheat bundles into a sta- 
tionary threshing machine, power- 
ed by a self-propelled steam en- 
gine, brought back to Al “fond 
memories of my boyhood ~ days 
when I worked in the harvest each 
year. At 12 years I was a band 
cutter, working a 10-hour day for

As a result, says the Council of 
California Growers, Americans are 
spending less of their disposable 
income on food than ever before. 

As reported recently by the Ec- 
onomic Research service of the 
U.S. department of agriculture, 
Americans during the first six 
months of 1965 spent approxi- 
mately 18.4 per cent of their in- 
comes on food. This compares with 
18.5 per cent in 1964, 22.8 per 
cent in 1950, and 26.9 per cent in 
1947. 

Whatever the cause of the high- 
er food prices, don’t blame the 
farmer, says Council President 
Gordon Van Vleck. 

“Although some growers are re- 
ceiving slightly higher prices this 
year’ he said, ‘‘the general trend 
ever since 1946 has been down- 
ward.” 

The ERS report, dated August 
11, supports this statement. by 
saying: ‘Most of the decline in 
the percentage of income spent for 
food since 1950 has come as a re- 
sult of the declining proportion 
going to farmers.”’
